Peter t)'IU>illy r.f. Ah Yuen.— On the 
2.'ird .May last an order was made by .Mr. 
.luatico Crease rcstiaiiiing the deleiidant 
from trusiiassing and mining for gold on 
certain lands at Yale owned by the jilaiii- 
titr. The intfiiiii order wastlulj' siu'ved on 
the ilufeiidant, hut ho still continued min- 
ing on tho land and for such disobedience 
Mr. .lustico Crease, on the motion of iMi . 
Pooloy, Q. C, for the plaintiff, on the 
ilth of .lime made an order that the jilain- 
tilf should he at liberty to i.ssiie a writ of 
.ittacliniont, \ writ of attacliimuit was 
accordingly isaned, directed to I lie sherilf 
of tlie city of New Westiiiiiiater, com- 
manding him to have the defendant be- 
fore tho court at Victoria to answer his 
oimtompt for disoboj'ini^ the restraining 
order. The shoritf for the citj of New 
W'eHtniinster arrested the defendant .at 
Valo and brought him down and lodged 
him at the gaol at N'ictoria. The sheriff 
then returned to New Wustiiiiiister. 

On the 20tli J uno Mr. S. Perry Mills 
moved lihat the defendant be discharged 
out of custody. Mr. Justice Crease re- 
fused to dinchargo tho defendant and dia- 
iiiiased the applic^ation with costs to he 
paid by defendant. From this order the 
defendant ajiiiealed to this court. 

Mr. Mills for defendant, contoiidod 
that although a judginont or order le- 
(piiring a person to do any act other than 
the payment of money or to abstain from 
doing anything might, lie enforced by a 
writ of attjichnicnt or hy cnmmittal; yet 
those are cased where the distinction will 
still be maintained, viz: Committal was 
tho proper remeily for doing a prohibited 
act and attachment was tlie proper remedy 
for neglecting to do some act ordered to bo 
done. In the present case tlie defendant 
disolieyed a restraining order, the plaiii- 
I id's remedy was therefore by motion to 
commit and not for a writ of attjichment. 

The shorifl' arrested tho defendant at 
Yalo within liis bailliowick, and in obed- 
ience to tho writ id' attaohmeiit could have 
lirought the ilofondant to the har of the 
court at Victoria altliougli wi;,,.ll tho 
bailliewick of the sheriff for \'aiicoiivor 
island, but the sherifT had no pf,wer to 
put the defendant in gaol there, neither 
had tlie gaoler at Victoria any legal au- 
thority to receive the dcfondant. The 
Hlienir should have kept the defendant in 
the gaol at Xcw Westminster within his 
hailliewick, and at tiie [U'oper time 
brought him to the bar of the court here. 
The court then could have made an order 
coiumitting the defendant to the custody 
of the sherill' for \'aiicniiver island. Tlie 
defendant was therefore not in lawful 
custody. 

Mr. Pooley, Q. C, appeared for the 
phiintiff. 

The court made an order setting aside 
tho writ of attachment and discharging 
tho defendant out of custody. The do- 
fendont giving no undertaking to obey the 
injunction.

Writing under 
date of J une 10th, tho gold comuiissionor 
gives a very encouraging account. On 
tho Island Mnuntain active work is going 
on, fifty men being employed. The B.C. 
M.it.NI. eiunpany have struck the "L5on- 
anai L(jde" in their tunnel, on the 
"Anioricaa" location. A si)l'jndid lodo, 
from which gold can be [lounded, has 
just boon found in tho old "Black Jack" 
claim, about live feet in width. Record- 
ing is going on briskly and locations are 
being taken np every day. The season is 
favorable fur hyilniulie mining and every 
person is now busy. There is more life 
to be seen in old Cariboo now than for 
many years. 

HUDSON'S BAY COMPANY. 

Tiie annu;d meeting of the Hudson's 
Bay company was held in Lond(jn (;n 
Tuesday last, when the g<jvernurund com- 
mittee submitted the usual report to the 
j)roprietors, together with the accounts 
for the year ending May lilst, 1886. In 
his report the governor states that thu fur 
trade and general trade prolits for tho 
year in cpiestion amounted tu Sti0i»,800, of 
which tho sum of .^=ir);i,;"jtX) is payable to 
tho uiiicers of the company inider tho 
terms of the deed poll. The net profits 
for the year amount to §428,875, t« which 
has to be addetl Sl(i(),(il5 brought forward 
from the |ireviou.s year, making a total 
undivided balance of .•?r)8!l,-190, out of 
which a dividend uf S l.lio per share is 
recommended, leaving the sum of §1(34,- 
490 to be carried forward to the next 
account. The company's claiuu on the 
Dominion goverimient for losses sustained 
during the recent rebellion in the North- 
west are expected to be fully settled at an 
early ilate. The 141 ivernor ailda that satis- 
factory progress is being made in improv- 
ing the mude of conducting the company's 
trade under the alleroil circumst;inces of 
tho eoiniti'y, and tliat the jirosjiects of thu 
gradual reali/.ation of the company's land- 
ed prop(!rty are regarded as encouraging. 

UNFAIR TREATMENT. 

It cannot bo denied that British Colum- 
bia has been sciu'vily ti-eated Ijy the Do- 
minion government <1 \irmg the [last session 
of tho house. In the hour of their need 
we sent them a solid delegation of six 
members pledged to lend tho administra- 
tion a general suppoi-t. In one of the 
divisions i)i the coimncjns the L;overnment 
had oidy a majority of I'.t, so that it must 
be coiici.'dcd the support of our re|iresen- 
tatives is an important factor m tlieir 
retention in power, the mure especially 
since Manitoba is fighting the bitter ques- 
tion of disalhjwance which threatens to 
become a burning one. Our young pro- 
vince is just entei ing upon thu threshold 
of a vigorous niauhodd which, however, 
needs adventitious aids to make it success- 
ful. The eoimtry must, through the 
medium of r.iilroads, be ujiened up for 
settlement, ea.sy access nmst bo had to 
our nnnes and a di.sposition shown on tho 
part ot the federal parliament to advance 
in so far as it can, the interests of this 
promising province. We bolstered our- 
Bolvcs up With the fond hope that in re- 
cognition, at least, of nur loyalty to Sir 
ilfdiii IMacdonalil and the party of which 
he is the Ilea'!, sr.iue scant iueaaiire of 
justice, hitherto denied, would bo meted 
out to us. What do we tind < Our great 
provincial demand was a subsidy for tho 
yhuswap ct Okanagon railway, a road 
only some fifty miles in length which 
would, if built, o[ien up our vast 
interior resources uf agriculture and luin 
bering and iiiniing, and have done incal- 
culable seivi.-(! to the out ire |iroviuce. This 
road has biu;ii nuiKt favor.ably rejiorted on 
an<l promises to be a great feeder to tho 
Canadian I'acilic railway -this latter the 
strongest argument one would suppose, 
judging from recent results, to oj)en the 
purse strings of the governinent. There 
is not a cent in the esliinatcs in aifl of 
this much needed work, notwithstanding 
the entreaties of our roprosontatives and 
the ofTorta of our citizens who have a 
stake in the future of the province; noth- 
ing for liritisli (Jolumbia railways but 
^aG!»,G()0 for Ontario; .Sl,lfiU,8U0 for dis- 
affected (Juobec; iSLiT-'f.-OO for New Bruns- 
wick and JilOu.liOO for tlu^ province of re- 
])eal, Nova Scotia. .\ pretty showing 
trulyl Here is a [)rovince which has al- 
ways [)rovud loyal to the govornmont and 
which cannot si'ciire a paltry subsidy for 
an urgiMitly lUicded railroadi What is 
there on tin: (^slilllates for Uritish Colum- 
bia this year ( A 1 )solutely nothing. The 
work of improving N'ictoria Harbor has 
gone over for another year, wlion Sir 
ilect(;r will "boh up soronoly" with an- 
other excuse as patent as that which lie, 
a few days ago, >vas pleased to delivoi'. 
It is all vei'y well for writers in the press 
to talk about us "lieliiing ourselves"- -we 
have boon doing that too hjiig. We lind the 
little Island of Prince I'^dward, which we 
could stow away in one of our back yards 
receiving an additional subsidy of 8l'0,(K)() 
a year, presumably becaimu slie sent six 
men to i/p/X'.vi! tho govoriimeiit; we iind 
fcliac Quobuc lins to bo kei)t iu thi' traces 
by being well fed with i)aj), while this pro- 
vince which has never failod in its allog- 
ianuo to Sir .John goes onipty-lmndud. 
And this is gratitude 1 Wo have no fault 
ta find witli owroptoMUtativw, they have 



done all that men could, and wo have no 
doubt they will return homo disgusted at 
the apathy displayed by the .•ulministra- 
tion in its dealings with this province. 
A fog horn at Plumper's Puss, the pulling 
of several snags out of our rivers, the ex- 
penditure of a few thousand dollars, will 
not blind us to tho fact thtit wo havo re- 
ceived shabby treatment. A subsidy 
should have been granted to tho Shuswap 
& Okanagon railway; an appropriation 
should have been ))laced on the estimates 
for Victoria Harbor, and m;iny necessary 
improvements should have been made on 
tho island, on tho mainland and in tho in- 
terior. The government shows .1 great 
lack of wisdom, not to say of coniinon 
gratitude, in its dealings with this long- 
neglected province, and may wake up 
aoino day to find that it has reaped where 
it has sown. 

COLONIAL SECURITIES. 

The latest of a aeries uf articles pub- 
lished in the Loudon liconiDiii.-it, on the 
subject of the growth of the !<ritish 
colonies, deals with British investmentH 
in colonial securities. It is impossible, of 
course, to give anything but an approxi- 
mate estimate of the amount of sucii in- 
vestments, but the JiJcunoinist has in the 
present instance extended its elaborate 
calculations made in 1883. At that time it 
estimated the total invostinents of British 
capital in colonial securities at t(j20,000,- 
000, upon which the mo( her countiy drew 
£'30,(iOO,000 in interest, or nearly live 
per cent, upon the entire amount. ( )f the 
total thus invested about J[;262,000,0t«) 
was estimated to be owing bycolonitil 
governments to tho mother coinitry, 
which figure is now extended to t'.'iol,- 
000,000. Of the increase \u< less than 
£'45,000,000 has been borrowed Ijy .\ns- 
tralasia. 

From a table classifying tho invest- 
ments according to thoir character, and 
dividing them among the colonies in 
which they havo boon made, we take the 
following interesting ligures: British in- 
vestments oil guvornineiit loans aiui'Uiil 
in Australasia to £150,000,000, drawing 
£t),;ill,000 interest, and in Canada to 
£;!5,000,0{K), drawing £1,400,000 interest. 
luToatments on railway, provincial, city, 
harbor, gas securities, etc., amount in 
Australasia to £l],t)00,(K)0, drawing 
£5()(J,000 interest, and in Canada to 
£'()5, 000,000, drawing £i;,li75,0tMI interest. 
Investments on banking, mortgage and 
agency companies amount in Australasi.a 
to £60,000,000, drawing .£4,200,000 in- 
terest, and in Canada to £10,000,000, 
drawing ,£'(iOO,OOl) interest. Other invest- 
ments in Austnilasia are estimated at 
£(iO,t)00,000, drawing £1.', 850,000 interest, 
and in Canada at .£25,000,000, drawing 
£1,000,000 interest. The tot^il for Aus- 
tralasia, therefore, is £281,000,000, draw- 
ing £1:5,927,000 interest, and for Canada 
£i;!5,000,0(X), drawing £5,'_'75,OO0 in- 
terest. Tho grand total for all llie 
oohHiies is £744,0(X),00O, drawiti!.' L'.'!!,- 
700,000 interest. Of the increase since 
188li Australasia has taken nearly two- 
thirda. In India the aiuiual payment of 
interest to home investors is only abimt 
6d. [icr head; in Canada it is cidculaled 
to be £1 2s. Cd. per head; in New South 
Wales about ,£3 i4s. , and in New /eal.ind 
about £5 por head. The grand total given 
above is enormous, and according to Iho 
Economist, exceedi tha mother country's 
foreign investment.s. At the same time 
it is not complete, for it does not sIkjw 
the entire ammmt of joint stock capital 
embarked in colonial eiil erprise. It would 
not be surprising, we are told, lo learn 
that the aggregate of such securities raised 
in, or for, the colonies reached £1,000,- 
000,000. The total given above, how 
ever, is the main external liability of the 
colonies. There are in addition large 
amounts of home cajjital sunk in priv.ite 
colonial investments of which no estimate 
is attempted. While the amount has 
largely increased since 1883, the .amnial 
rate of interest has sunk from ^ to 4 
percent. This reduction is due in part 
to improved credit, and in part to de- 
[iression of trade. In another .irtielr I he 
Ec.tim:iniit proposes to contrast tlie.sii li.i- 
bilities with tho assets of the colonies. 

Thk islands of the Pacific ocean will 
never cease tu be the source of wonder 
and amazement. No one can tell their 
number, and there is reason tii believe 
that this number, whatever it may be, is 
constantly changing. .-V short time since 
two large islands were discovered in the 
South Pacific, and, according to, the Lon- 
don Times, another ha.s just been found 
less than a hundred miles from the iinrtb- 
ern coast of New (luinea. This island is 
descrilietl as thr(!e miles long and scnne 
two hundred feet above the sea level. Il 
has been named Allison island. It is said 
to have an abundance of timber and the 
richest small vegetation. This locality 
has become fainims for the discoviuy of 
new islands. Within a few year.s seV(U.'tl 
considerable extents of fertile and inhab- 
ited hind have been lound not nmre tlnrc 
hundred miles from New (ininea, .and as 
there is still plenty of room on the gri;at 
ocean which Inia not been tlioroiigbly ox- 
jilorod, it is probable that many more will 
yet be discovered. To om; who has not 
sailed upon its broad ext(;nl 1 he best maps 
of tho Pacific aro very unsatisfactory. Tho 
extent of water surface is so vast that the 
largest map will make all the islands sooni 
nuich nearer together than is really the 
case. Ill our geogra|ihies the I'aiulic ap- 
pears to lie fairly studded with i.sl.ands. 
But in most of these rogion.s .a vessel might 
sail for days and weeks without once c(um 
ing in sight of land. A gentleman who has 
recently done considerable cruising hi tho 
south seas believes that there are still 
many islands which liavi- never been vi.sil- 
cd by white men. Captains of trading 
vessels often come across hitherto un 
known islands, and establish a traile with 
the inhabitants without letting the m.itler 
become genomlly known. When the 
Woodlark islands wore recently exjilored 
and mapped out, it became evident thai a 
certain Australian lirm knew all .about 
them, and while driving a jn'otitable trade 
with their people, had succeeded in keep- 
ing tJio discovery a profound secret. 

Bi'll.ni.NO railr<ia(ls in (!hina is an (dd 
theme. ■ (.'ircunistanli.al details have ap- 
peareil frmn time to time with acc(jiintsof 
concessions ubttunud and with predictions 
as to tho time when that country would 
be covered with a network of rails. The 
latest account is given in the London 
Cotlienj (huiritinH, based on news from 
I'ekin which declares positivcdy that China 
is at last to have railwaj's. The report is 
that the Chinese court has advised the 
empress to order the eonstrnctiiui of a 
railroad from Kaiping to T.akoo, the port 
of Tientsin, and a line from Takoo to 
Tientsin. It iti considered probable that 
the coal mines in the vicinity of I'ekin 
will be connected with the city by rail, 
thus permitting the cost of coal lo be 
elieaponed. Tlio building of these roads, 
and possibly othera, is looked upon by 
British iron and steel nianufooturors as 
likely to open a large field for British 
goods of this character.

The 
persons conversing may each be one yard 
away fnnn the iiiatriimeiit and yet make 
their voices [ilainly heard, while the bat- 
tery power needed is no greater than that 
used in working electric liells. Tho cost 
is small, and application universid. This 
telephone was used in transmitting mes- 
.sages from Brussels to Paris lost March. 
It is said that the forts about Paris are 
commoted with each other by thia tele- 
phone.

RICH AND POOR. 

Ureat WunUli Anionft tlui Loudon .lews ii Myth. 

Our recent jiaper on .lowish ijauperium 
showed the existence of so "norni<iu.s a 
disproportiun uf poverty in the J ewish 
community of the metropolis that it be- 
ooines intereatiny to impiiro whether thiti 
is balanced by any corresponding; exceas 
of woalth.auiiing the upper and well to do 
class of London .lows. By way of eou- 
trast a few tigurea be;iring upon the in- 
comes of tho richer nic mbura uf thu He- 
brew community will prove, on being 
compared with stittiatica referring to the 
United Kingdom at largo, that public 
opinion is not altogetlier wrong in credit- 
ing tho .low. s with an auhiunt of wealth 
larger by a good deal than tlieir ihie, 
and what ia perliapa more to thu purpose, 
a proportion of rich families far and away 
beyond anything that is foimd aniung 
Gentiles. Tho propoiidoranco. of poor at 
one end ia aeon to be more than lialancod 
by an excesa of wealth at the other end of 
Jewish social acalu, so that, if tlieru are 
very many poor Jews, there are very many 
rich ones to make up for it. 



A STRANGE CASE. 

Recently while F. U. I'lielpK wa.s going 
through tlio swamp at Mulberry a large 
bird flew out of a tree overhead, lie im- 
mediately threw up his gun and tired at it. 
breaking one wing. I'poii going u[) t<] it, 
ho saw it w'a^ a new l)ird (i> iii;o, and one 
of the uiOHt sHVHge creatures he e\er saw 
among the Itird family. lie thinks it be- 
longs to the t)wl f.-iniilK. as its lieail is hii'ge, 
with treniendou^j blaik eyes thai aliuost 
map fire as it looks at any one. its claws 
are also vory large, but have no li atlu rs 
or hair on them, like the firdinai y ow l. 
Its faco looked like a luouki'y's with 
white cheeks and a black streak over 
each eye. The rest of the head inclined 
to gray with black dot« near the end of 
each feather. Thu botly was covered with 
a beautiful plumage, uidike any other 
bird ho knew of. Whenever ho went 
near it it would give a most unearthly 
yell that oven frightened t hi' dogs. U 
whipped out ovory dog on tho place. He 
searched Audubon's works, but failed to 
find any bird like it, and he is at a luaa t ' > 
know what it is. ^ 

FRENCH CAPITAL COxXSUMPTION. 

Some interesting tigiire.s with regard to 
the conBuiiii)tion of fond in I'aria have 
recently been publislied in France, from 
which we t«ke the following dctail.s: It 
appears that in thu year l.SSo no leas 
than 303, b74 oxen, 188. oUt") calves. 
1,979,638 sheep, and 3oL',iH» pig.s were 
killed at Paris. Adding to this the 
7,662,412 pouniis of 1m. ISO llcsh wliich 
was sohl for fo jd, l.")7 pounds of ine.at 
tho average consuuiiition of each 
inhabitant. The largest number of 
cattle came from the provinces, and llu' 
rest was supplied hy (lermany, Switzer- 
land and Austria- 1 1 nng.ary. liesides this 
an average of U poutids of lon^'ucs, livers, 
kidneys, calves' heads, 'So pounds of fish, 
22 pounds of poultry and 7 pounds of 
oysters per inhabititnt Ins Ui lie itdded to 
the consumption of meat. It will appear 
strange that tho average of 7 pounds of 
oysters falls on each iidiabit.int of Paris, 
the more sn as the po..rcr classes con- 
tribute largely to raise the average. It is 
Stated that the oyster for which there ia 
the great e.st demand at Paris ia that known 
as the Portuguese oyster, the llavor of 
which has been improved by some new 
experiment in tho growth of oysters.

Arrival ef Sheriff flogiirs— He Rciiorts Good 
NbWB From UarkervlUe— Wa:er Plentlfol 
luid Placer Mining Boomiui;— Pro- 
gress of tiiB Quartz Industry. 

Shuritt" Rogers, of Barkervillo, arrived 
down last niffht and is at the Oriental. 
The sheriff stated to a Colonist roprosou- 
tativo that thu prospects for Cariboo have 
not looked so bright for many yours. The 
snow-fall in the mounUiins has been the 
greatest over known, and the wagon road 
is still covered with four feet of snow be- 
tween Biirkorville and Stanley and the 
new road is altogether used. The snow- 
fall has proved a most fortunate thing for 
the jilacer miners, the water for hydraulic 
jjurpuses being in great plenty, ard will 
probably last throughout the whole auason. 
All the claims on VVilliaiiis' and branch 
creeks and on Mosquito creek are in full 
swing, and a handsome profit for the 
season's work is looked for. 

Quartz mining is also booming. I'lie 
Island Mountain ledge is being actively 
worked under the superintendanco of Mr. 
.las. Chaiii[)ion. About forty men are 
engaged in trenching and in removing 
buildings and null to tfie now site at Jack 
of Clubs lake. A tunnel has been run in 
about three kundred feet below the one 
drifted last winter, and a little above the 
level of the lake. The ledge was again 
struck ill a inagniticent body of ore. 

The li. C. M. it M. coiii])any are 
also actively at work running their tun- 
nels under Air. Ci-nib's BUperintondonce. 
•Sherifi Rogers pronounces the Bonan/Ji a 
grand ledge. There can be no doubt 
about its extent. All that is necessary is 
to get the machinery in order to crush 
the ore and take out gold. 

Many new ledges are constantly being 
located and records at the gold conimis- 
sicuier'a cdiice daily increase. A number 
of men are also at work on Biiriia nioiin- 
tJiin. Cluartz pn^speel s are very bright, 
and when gold is iiroducod in jiayiiig 
quantities there is nothing that can 
prevent the rapid development of Cariboo.
